Bowie knives are not the only

Bale's guitars began receiving 
quite a bit of attention and one 
day, he was asked to make a 
Bowie knife.

Screw Worm 
Has Officials 
Concerned 
State officials and USDA 


veterinarians are now concerned 
over the discovery of screwworm 
larva in native calves from 
Bowie County, Texas, and Miller 
County, 
Arkansas. 
This 


discovery indicates that the 
infestation was of local origin. In 
order to combat the infestation, 
sterile flies are being dropped in 
the area. About four million 
sterile flies are being dropped 
weekly in Southern Oklahoma, 
Northeast Texas and Southwest 
Arkansas. 


To head off the threat and to 


enlist 
greater 
rancher 


cooperation throughout the 
southwest, livestock owners are 
being asked to inspect 
their 


animals regularly, collect larvae 
for identification, and treat 
wounds and infestations. 


Screwworms are the larvae of 


a type of blowfly which feed 
exclusively on the living flesh of 
warm-blooded animals, in- 
cluding humans. Eggs are laid at 
the edge of open wounds and the 
worms or maggots emerge 
within 
12 
to 
24 
hours. 


Screwworms mature in 5-Vfe days 
and drop to the ground to begin 
their pupal (cocoon) stage. 
Untreated infestations cause 
serious injury or death to the 
affected animal. 


County Extension 
Agent, 


Calvin J. Caldwell says: "All 
wounds on animals, especially 
castration, and 
dehorning, 


should be treated with in- 
secticides 
and 
ointments 


designed to inhibit screwworms 
from developing. Such materials 
as Smear 62 and Korlan oint- 
ments are recommended. On 
routine spray programs, use Co- 
Ral or Korlan. Inspect all 
animals prior to movement. 
Inspect animals regularly. If 
wounds are infested with any 
larvae, send samples of these 
larvae to Dr. Henry Martin, 
Veterinarian 
in 
Charge, 


Arkansas National Stockyards, 
Little Rock. Larvae should be 
placed in a test tube and covered 
with rubbing alcohol." We will be 
glad to assist farmers in mailing 
these samples in the County 
Extension Agent said.

making conformity a virtue. 


The main design of the pro- 


gram, according to Deputy Un- 
dersecretary of State William 
B. Macomber, is to centralize 
responsibility at the higher lev- 
els and turn policymaking into 
a systematic operation. 


"This effort is needed at this 


time," Macomber said Tues- 
day. "Since World War II there 
has been enormous change in 
the scope ... of diplomacy and 
it is tough for foreign-service 
officers to adjust." 


A result of this adjustment 


difficulty, according to State 
Department officials, has been 
a gradual yielding of power 
over foreign policymaking to 
the White House and other 
agencies. 


The reorganization amounts 


at the higher level to several 
changes in titles—including ele- 
vating Undersecretary of State 
John Irwin to deputy secre- 
tary—and a rearrangement of 
responsibilities among the as- 
sistant secretaries. 


Changing the title of the de- 


partment's No. 2 man, Macom- 
ber said, emphasizes that Irwin 
"is now a real chief of staff," 
the secretary's "alter ego" in 
day-to-day charge of American 
foreign policy in and out of the 
department. 


Macomber said reform in the 


foreign-service-officer 
person- 


nel policy may be the most im- 


- "portent lojig-run result of the 


reorganization. The idea, he 
said, is to "get better people- 
more specialists under a better 
promotion system." 


Under the old foreign-service- 


officer 
program—likened 
by 


some department officials to a 
guillotine approach—career dip- 
lomats were selected on the 
basis of a tough competitive ex- 
amination 
stressing 
general 


knowledge. 


This has led, officials say, to 


a situation in which other gov- 
ernment experts no longer trust 
foreign-service officers to make 
a knowledgeable decision in 
specialized areas. 


Once in, a foreign-service of- 


ficer faced intense pressure to 
maintain a steady promotion 
rate or face being "selected 
out." 


This "highly competitive pro- 


motion system," a department 
statement said, "tends to make 
caution a virtue, inhibits sach 
qualities 
as 
initiative, per- 


sistence and creativity ..." 


To overcome these and other 


problems, the department says, 
career diplomats who make the 
grade after 
their first 
five 


years will be guaranteed at 
least 20 years in the foreign 
service, although competition 
will continue in selecting high- 
er-level officials.

18 Americans 
for Fishermen 


MIAMI (AP) - Cuba's Fidel 


Castro's regime today an- 
nounced the exchange of 18 
American citizens in Cuba for 
four Cuban fishermen held pris- 
oner by the United States. 


The 
Cuban 
announcement 


carried by Havana Radio fol- 
lowed by several hours the 
transfer of the four Cubans 
from an American federal pris- 
on to a Cuban fishing boat in 
the Gulf of Mexico. 


The Havana broadcast moni- 


tored in Miami said the 18 
Americans would receive "all 
aid in leaving the country once 
the services and costs that they 
incurred were paid." 


One of the 18 was already in 


Miami. Fritz Sprandel, 26, a 
lone canoeist forced ashore in 
Cuba May 22, was returned to 
this country Tuesday. 


The other Americans—four 


aboard the yacht White Cloud, 
five aboard a sloop called the 
Saturna, and eight crewmen of 
a Florida tugboat—were ex- 
pected to begin leaving the 
Communist island later today. 


Havana Radio said that "in 


this manner the problem is re- 
solved ..." The broadcast re- 
ferred to the incident involving 
the imprisonment of the four 
Cubans in this country and the 
subsequent detention of the 18 
Americans in Cuba. 


Five of the Americans, the 


four aboard the yacht White 
Cloud and Sprandel, had been 
sentenced by "Cuban revolu- 
tionary tribunals" to pay fines 
of $20,000 each. 


The Cuban broadcast 
said 


these fines were reduced to $2,- 
000 each. A similar reduction 
was made by American author- 
ities for each of the four Cu- 
bans serving six month prison 
sentences 
at 
Eglin Federal 


Prison in Florida. 


Their prison sentences also 


were suspended. 


The Cuban fishermen were 


taken from Eglin prison Tues- 
day and transferred from a 
U.S. Coast Guard cutter to a 
Cuban fishing vessel near the 
Dry Tortugas islets in the Gulf, 
where they were arrested for 
fishing in U.S. territorial wa- 
ters. 


The first indication that an 


exchange was underway was 
the arrival in Miami Tuesday 
aboard a Cuban refugee flight 
of Sprandel, of Allentown, Pa.

Figures in 
Steel Talks 
Stay Silent

WASHINGTON (AP) - La- 


bor and management negotia- 
tors in the steel industry dod- 
ged public comment on Presi- 
dent Nixon's call for a "con- 
structive settlement" as they 
settled down to the first round 
of contract talks today. 


Working against an Aug. 1 


contract deadline, the negotiat- 
ing teams gathered in a top-se- 
cret atmosphere amid 
wide 


speculation their talks will lead 
to a strike. 


Neither I. W. Abel, president 


of the United Steelworkers, nor 
the industry team headed by 
Heath Larry of U.S. Steel Corp. 
offered any comment after an 
hour-long meeting with Nixon 
Tuesday. 


The President impressed on 


the negotiators the need to 
reach a noninflationary settle- 
ment that will neither endanger 
the competitive position of the 
industry nor impede the na- 
tion's 
economic 
growth, 
a 


White House spokesman said. 


But Nixon pulled back from 


setting a wage standard he 
would regard as acceptable or 
non-inflationary, said George P. 
Shultz, director of the Office of 
Management and Budeet and a 
former labor secretary. 


The President said he hopes 


for hard bargaining that will 
avoid a strike while leading to 
a "constructive settlement" 
taking into account interests of 
the industry and the nation. 


The union is reported seeking 


a wage increase of about 9 per 
cent over three years, the same 
boost won by Steelworkers in 
the car 
and aluminum 
in- 


dustries. 


Nixon's 
economic 
advisers 


have been saying privately they 
expect a steel strike this year, 
but Shultz said "people's feel- 
ings have changed a lot in the 
past few months" about wheth- 
er there will be a walkout. 


Shultz said a steel strike 


would not have as great an im- 
pact on the economy as the 
General Motors walkout did 
last fall. 


Nixon's session with the ne- 


gotiators—his administration's 
first try at direct intervention 
in bargaining—was an attempt 
to focus on economic problems 
facing the steel industry, Shultz 
said. 


And the White House released 


a study showing the problems 
are considerable. Profits in the 
industry declined by 42 per cent 
last year to the lowest level in 
a decade, the study said.

I always end up with 
too many calories. 


Dear Reader—You prob- 


ably can lose weight that 
way, depending on what is in 
your juice and broth. I don't 
recommend it particularly, 
unless you are under a physi- 
cian's care. Any weight you 
lose will probably come right 
back after you resume your 
usual eating habits. Clearly, 
you can't live on juice arid 
broth forever, The key to 
weight control, as opposed to 
lose a little—gain a little, is 
a basic change in living hab- 
its. This includes what you 
eat and how much physical 
activity you do. Why don't 
you just cut out the fat, the 
sugar and the bread and 
walk a mile each day? Then 
see where you are i'n about 
three months.

lock over a war-pullout amend- 
ment, House-Senate conferees 
faced new efforts today to work 
out a two-year renewal of the 
draft which expired a week 
ago. 


Although conference spokes- 


men have announced Senate 
Democratic Leader Mike Mans- 
field's amendment urging a 
U.S. pullout from Indochina in 
nine months is the only unre- 
solved issue, House backers of 
a volunteer army were pressing 
for reconsideration of a $2.4-bil- 


Several conferees said there 


have been no informal efforts 
during the week to work out a 


compromise 
on 
Mansfield's 


amendment, which would not 
be binding on the President. 


Mansfield 
told 
newsmen 


Tuesday he "would be g!?d to 
look at any change" to his 
amendment but said no confer- 
ees had approached him with 
such compromise proposals. 


He said he still wants his pro- 


posal as is and "it is an open 
question at this time" whether 
he would use his considerable 
influence to cut off a Senate 
filibuster to any softening of his 
amendment by the conferees. 


But Mansfield said he will not 


personally filibuster even if the 
conferees drop his amendment 
entirely. 


The Mansfield 
amendment, 


as passed 57 to 42 by the Sen- 
ate, urges President Nixon to 
negotiate an immediate cease- 
fire with Hanoi and then nego- 
tiate pullout of all U.S. troops 
nine months after enactment of 
the draft bill if American pris- 
oners are released.
